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ture, (4) study problems relating to control of on-
premise outdoor advertising signs, promotional signs,
directional signs, and signs providing information that
is essential to motoring public, (5) study methods of fi-
nancing and possible sources of Federal funds, includ-
ing use of the Highway Trust Fund, to carry out high-
way beautification program, and (6) recommend such
modifications or additions to existing laws, regula-
tions, policies, practices, and demonstration programs
as will, in judgment of the Commission, achieve a
workable and effective highway beautification program
and best serve the public interest and to submit, not
later than Dec. 31, 1973, its final report. The Commis-
sion terminated six months after submission of said re-
port.

COMPREHENSIVE STUDY ON HIGHWAY BEAUTIFICATION
PROGRAMS

Pub. L. 89-285, title III, §302, Oct. 22, 1965, 79 Stat.
1032, provided that in order to provide the basis for
evaluating the continuing programs authorized by Pub.
L. 89-285, and to furnish the Congress with the informa-
tion necessary for authorization of appropriations for
fiscal years beginning after June 30, 1967, the Sec-
retary, in cooperation with the State highway depart-
ments, shall make a detailed estimate of the cost of
carrying out the provisions of Pub. L. 89-285, and a
comprehensive study of the economic impact of such
programs on affected individuals and commercial and
industrial enterprises, the effectiveness of such pro-
grams and the public and private benefits realized
thereby, and alternate or improved methods of accom-
plishing the objectives of Pub. L. 89-285. The Secretary
was required to submit such detailed estimate and a re-
port concerning such comprehensive study to the Con-
gress not later than Jan. 10, 1967.

STANDARDS, CRITERIA, RULES AND REGULATIONS

Pub. L. 89-285, title III, §303, Oct. 22, 1965, 79 Stat.
1033, mandated the holding of public hearings by the
Secretary of Commerce prior to the promulgation of
standards, criteria and rules and regulations necessary
to carry out this section and section 136 of this title,
such standards, criteria, etc., to be reported to Con-
gress not later than Jan. 10, 1967.

ACQUISITION OF DWELLINGS

Pub. L. 89-285, title III, §305, Oct. 22, 1965, 79 Stat.
1033, provided that: ‘“‘Nothing in this Act or the amend-
ments made by this Act [amending this section and sec-
tion 319 of this title and enacting section 136 of this
title and provisions set out as notes under this section
and sections 135 and 136 of this title] shall be construed
to authorize the use of eminent domain to acquire any
dwelling (including related buildings).”

TAKING OF PRIVATE PROPERTY WITHOUT JUST
COMPENSATION

Pub. L. 89-285, title IV, §401, Oct. 22, 1965, 79 Stat.
1033, provided that: ‘“‘Nothing in this Act or the amend-
ments made by this Act [amending this section and sec-
tion 319 of this title and enacting section 136 of this
title and provisions set out as notes under sections 131,
135, and 136 of this title] shall be construed to authorize
private property to be taken or the reasonable and ex-
isting use restricted by such taking without just com-
pensation as provided in this Act.”

AUTHORIZATION OF ADDITIONAL APPROPRIATIONS FOR
ADMINISTRATIVE EXPENSES

Pub. L. 89-285, title IV, §402, Oct. 22, 1965, 79 Stat.

§132. Payments on Federal-aid projects under-
taken by a Federal agency

(a) IN GENERAL.—In a case in which a proposed
Federal-aid project is to be undertaken by a
Federal agency in accordance with an agree-
ment between a State and the Federal agency,
the State may—

(1) direct the Secretary to transfer the funds
for the Federal share of the project directly to
the Federal agency; or

(2) make such deposit with, or payment to,
the Federal agency as is required to meet the
obligation of the State under the agreement
for the work undertaken or to be undertaken
by the Federal agency.

(b) REIMBURSEMENT.—On execution with a
State of a project agreement described in sub-
section (a), the Secretary may reimburse the
State, using any available funds, for the esti-
mated Federal share under this title of the obli-
gation of the State deposited or paid under sub-
section (a)(2).

(c) RECOVERY AND CREDITING OF FUNDS.—Any
sums reimbursed to the State under this section
which may be in excess of the Federal pro rata
share under the provisions of this title of the
State’s share of the cost as set forth in the ap-
proved final voucher submitted by the State
shall be recovered and credited to the same class
of funds from which the Federal payment under
this section was made.

§133. Surface transportation block grant pro-
gram

(a) ESTABLISHMENT.—The Secretary shall es-
tablish a surface transportation block grant pro-
gram in accordance with this section to provide
flexible funding to address State and local trans-
portation needs.

(b) ELIGIBLE PROJECTS.—Funds apportioned to
a State under section 104(b)(2) for the surface
transportation block grant program may be ob-
ligated for the following:
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(1) Construction of—

(A) highways, bridges, tunnels, including
designated routes of the Appalachian devel-
opment highway system and local access
roads under section 14501 of title 40;

(B) ferry boats and terminal facilities eli-
gible for funding under section 129(c);

(C) transit capital projects eligible for as-
sistance under chapter 53 of title 49;

(D) infrastructure-based intelligent trans-
portation systems capital improvements, in-
cluding the installation of vehicle-to-infra-
structure communication equipment;

(E) truck parking facilities eligible for
funding under section 1401 of MAP-21 (23
U.S.C. 137 note); and

(F) border infrastructure projects eligible
for funding under section 1303 of
SAFETEA-LU (23 U.S.C. 101 note).

(2) Operational improvements and capital
and operating costs for traffic monitoring,
management, and control facilities and pro-
grams.

(3) Environmental measures eligible under
sections 119(g), 328, and 329 and transportation
control measures listed in section 108(f)(1)(A)
(other than clause (xvi) of that section) of the
Clean Air Act (42 U.S.C. 7408(f)(1)(A)).

(4) Highway and transit safety infrastruc-
ture improvements and programs, including
railway-highway grade crossings.

(5) Fringe and corridor parking facilities and
programs in accordance with section 137 and
carpool projects in accordance with section
146.

(6) Recreational trails projects eligible for
funding under section 206, pedestrian and bicy-
cle projects in accordance with section 217 (in-
cluding modifications to comply with accessi-
bility requirements under the Americans with
Disabilities Act of 1990 (42 U.S.C. 12101 et
seq.)), and the safe routes to school program
under section 1404 of SAFETEA-LU (23 U.S.C.
402 note).

(7) Planning, design, or construction of bou-
levards and other roadways largely in the
right-of-way of former Interstate System
routes or other divided highways.

(8) Development and implementation of a
State asset management plan for the National
Highway System and a performance-based
management program for other public roads.

(9) Protection (including painting, scour
countermeasures, seismic retrofits, impact
protection measures, security counter-
measures, and protection against extreme
events) for bridges (including approaches to
bridges and other elevated structures) and
tunnels on public roads, and inspection and
evaluation of bridges and tunnels and other
highway assets.

(10) Surface transportation planning pro-
grams, highway and transit research and de-
velopment and technology transfer programs,
and workforce development, training, and edu-
cation under chapter 5 of this title.

(11) Surface transportation infrastructure
modifications to facilitate direct intermodal
interchange, transfer, and access into and out
of a port terminal.

(12) Projects and strategies designed to sup-
port congestion pricing, including electronic
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toll collection and travel demand management
strategies and programs.

(13) At the request of a State, and upon Sec-
retarial approval of credit assistance under
chapter 6, subsidy and administrative costs
necessary to provide an eligible entity Federal
credit assistance under chapter 6 with respect
to a project eligible for assistance under this
section.

(14) The creation and operation by a State of
an office to assist in the design, implementa-
tion, and oversight of public-private partner-
ships eligible to receive funding under this
title and chapter 53 of title 49, and the pay-
ment of a stipend to unsuccessful private bid-
ders to offset their proposal development
costs, if necessary to encourage robust com-
petition in public-private partnership procure-
ments.

(15) Any type of project eligible under this
section as in effect on the day before the date
of enactment of the FAST Act, including
projects described under section 101(a)(29) as in
effect on such day.

(c) LOCATION OF PROJECTS.—A surface trans-
portation block grant project may not be under-
taken on a road functionally classified as a local
road or a rural minor collector unless the road
was on a Federal-aid highway system on Janu-
ary 1, 1991, except—

(1) for a bridge or tunnel project (other than
the construction of a new bridge or tunnel at
a new location);

(2) for a project described in paragraphs (4)
through (11) of subsection (b);

(3) for a project described in section
101(a)(29), as in effect on the day before the
date of enactment of the FAST Act; and

(4) as approved by the Secretary.

(d) ALLOCATIONS OF APPORTIONED FUNDS TO
AREAS BASED ON POPULATION.—

(1) CALCULATION.—Of the funds apportioned
to a State under section 104(b)(2) (after the
reservation of funds under subsection (h))—

(A) the percentage specified in paragraph

(6) for a fiscal year shall be obligated under

this section, in proportion to their relative

shares of the population of the State—

(i) in urbanized areas of the State with
an urbanized area population of over
200,000;

(ii) in areas of the State other than
urban areas with a population greater than
5,000; and

(iii) in other areas of the State; and

(B) the remainder may be obligated in any
area of the State.

(2) METROPOLITAN AREAS.—Funds attributed
to an urbanized area under paragraph (1)(A)({)
may be obligated in the metropolitan area es-
tablished under section 134 that encompasses
the urbanized area.

(3) CONSULTATION WITH REGIONAL TRANSPOR-
TATION PLANNING ORGANIZATIONS.—For pur-
poses of paragraph (1)(A)(iii), before obligating
funding attributed to an area with a popu-
lation greater than 5,000 and less than 200,000,
a State shall consult with the regional trans-
portation planning organizations that rep-
resent the area, if any.
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(4) DISTRIBUTION AMONG URBANIZED AREAS OF
OVER 200,000 POPULATION.—

(A) IN GENERAL.—Except as provided in
subparagraph (B), the amount of funds that
a State is required to obligate under para-
graph (1)(A)(i) shall be obligated in urban-
ized areas described in paragraph (1)(A)@{)
based on the relative population of the
areas.

(B) OTHER FACTORS.—The State may obli-
gate the funds described in subparagraph (A)
based on other factors if the State and the
relevant metropolitan planning organiza-
tions jointly apply to the Secretary for the
permission to base the obligation on other
factors and the Secretary grants the request.

(6) APPLICABILITY OF PLANNING REQUIRE-
MENTS.—Programming and expenditure of
funds for projects under this section shall be
consistent with sections 134 and 135.

(6) PERCENTAGE.—The percentage referred to
in paragraph (1)(A) is—

(A) for fiscal year 2016, 51 percent;
(B) for fiscal year 2017, 52 percent;
(C) for fiscal year 2018, 53 percent;
(D) for fiscal year 2019, 54 percent; and
(B) for fiscal year 2020, 55 percent.

(e) OBLIGATION AUTHORITY.—

(1) IN GENERAL.—A State that is required to
obligate in an urbanized area with an urban-
ized area population of over 200,000 individuals
under subsection (d) funds apportioned to the
State under section 104(b)(2) shall make avail-
able during the period of fiscal years 2016
through 2020 an amount of obligation author-
ity distributed to the State for Federal-aid
highways and highway safety construction
programs for use in the area that is equal to
the amount obtained by multiplying—

(A) the aggregate amount of funds that the
State is required to obligate in the area
under subsection (d) during the period; and

(B) the ratio that—

(i) the aggregate amount of obligation
authority distributed to the State for Fed-
eral-aid highways and highway safety con-
struction programs during the period;
bears to

(ii) the total of the sums apportioned to
the State for Federal-aid highways and
highway safety construction programs (ex-
cluding sums not subject to an obligation
limitation) during the period.

(2) JOINT RESPONSIBILITY.—Each State, each
affected metropolitan planning organization,
and the Secretary shall jointly ensure compli-
ance with paragraph (1).

(f) BRIDGES NOT ON FEDERAL-AID HIGHWAYS.—
(1) DEFINITION OF OFF-SYSTEM BRIDGE.—In
this subsection, the term ‘‘off-system bridge”
means a highway bridge located on a public
road, other than a bridge on a Federal-aid
highway.
(2) SPECIAL RULE.—

(A) SET-ASIDE.—Of the amounts appor-
tioned to a State for fiscal year 2013 and
each fiscal year thereafter under this sec-
tion, the State shall obligate for activities
described in subsection (b)(2) for off-system
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bridges an amount that is not less than 15
percent of the amount of funds apportioned
to the State for the highway bridge program
for fiscal year 2009, except that amounts al-
located under subsection (d) shall not be ob-
ligated to carry out this subsection.

(B) REDUCTION OF EXPENDITURES.—The Sec-
retary, after consultation with State and
local officials, may reduce the requirement
for expenditures for off-system bridges under
subparagraph (A) with respect to the State if
the Secretary determines that the State has
inadequate needs to justify the expenditure.

(3) CREDIT FOR BRIDGES NOT ON FEDERAL-AID
HIGHWAYS.—Notwithstanding any other provi-
sion of law, with respect to any project not on
a Federal-aid highway for the replacement of
a bridge or rehabilitation of a bridge that is
wholly funded from State and local sources, is
eligible for Federal funds under this section, is
noncontroversial, is certified by the State to
have been carried out in accordance with all
standards applicable to such projects under
this section, and is determined by the Sec-
retary upon completion to be no longer a defi-
cient bridge—

(A) any amount expended after the date of
enactment of this subsection from State and
local sources for the project in excess of 20
percent of the cost of construction of the
project may be credited to the non-Federal
share of the cost of other bridge projects in
the State that are eligible for Federal funds
under this section; and

(B) that crediting shall be conducted in ac-
cordance with procedures established by the
Secretary.

(g) SPECIAL RULE FOR AREAS OF LESS THAN

5,000 POPULATION.—

(1) SPECIAL RULE.—Notwithstanding sub-
section (c), and except as provided in para-
graph (2), up to 15 percent of the amounts re-
quired to be obligated by a State under sub-
section (d)(1)(A)(i) for each of fiscal years 2016
through 2020 may be obligated on roads func-
tionally classified as minor collectors.

(2) SUSPENSION.—The Secretary may suspend
the application of paragraph (1) with respect
to a State if the Secretary determines that
the authority provided under paragraph (1) is
being used excessively by the State.

(h) STP SET-ASIDE.—

(1) RESERVATION OF FUNDS.—Of the funds ap-
portioned to a State under section 104(b)(2) for
each fiscal year, the Secretary shall reserve an
amount such that—

(A) the Secretary reserves a total under
this subsection of—
(i) $835,000,000 for each of fiscal years 2016
and 2017; and
(ii) $850,000,000 for each of fiscal years
2018 through 2020; and

(B) the State’s share of that total is deter-
mined by multiplying the amount under sub-
paragraph (A) by the ratio that—

(i) the amount apportioned to the State
for the transportation enhancements pro-
gram for fiscal year 2009 under section
133(d)(2), as in effect on the day before the
date of enactment of MAP-21; bears to
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(ii) the total amount of funds appor-
tioned to all States for the transportation
enhancements program for fiscal year 2009.

(2) ALLOCATION WITHIN A STATE.—Funds re-
served for a State under paragraph (1) shall be
obligated within that State in the manner de-
scribed in subsection (d), except that, for pur-
poses of this paragraph (after funds are made
available under paragraph (5))—

(A) for each fiscal year, the percentage re-
ferred to in paragraph (1)(A) of that sub-
section shall be deemed to be 50 percent; and

(B) the following provisions shall not
apply:

(i) Paragraph (3) of subsection (d).
(ii) Subsection (e).

(3) ELIGIBLE PROJECTS.—Funds reserved
under this subsection may be obligated for
projects or activities described in section
101(a)(29) or 213, as such provisions were in ef-
fect on the day before the date of enactment of
the FAST Act.

(4) ACCESS TO FUNDS.—

(A) IN GENERAL.—A State or metropolitan
planning organization required to obligate
funds in accordance with paragraph (2) shall
develop a competitive process to allow eligi-
ble entities to submit projects for funding
that achieve the objectives of this sub-
section. A metropolitan planning organiza-
tion for an area described in subsection
((@)(A)({H) shall select projects under such
process in consultation with the relevant
State.

(B) ELIGIBLE ENTITY DEFINED.—In this
paragraph, the term ‘‘eligible entity”’
means—

(i) a local government;

(ii) a regional transportation authority;

(iii) a transit agency;

(iv) a natural resource or public land
agency;

(v) a school district,
agency, or school;

(vi) a tribal government;

(vii) a nonprofit entity responsible for
the administration of local transportation
safety programs; and

(viii) any other local or regional govern-
mental entity with responsibility for or
oversight of transportation or recreational
trails (other than a metropolitan planning
organization or a State agency) that the

State determines to be eligible, consistent

with the goals of this subsection.

(6) CONTINUATION OF CERTAIN RECREATIONAL
TRAILS PROJECTS.—For each fiscal year, a
State shall—

(A) obligate an amount of funds reserved
under this section equal to the amount of
the funds apportioned to the State for fiscal
year 2009 under section 104(h)(2), as in effect
on the day before the date of enactment of
MAP-21, for projects relating to recreational
trails under section 206;

(B) return 1 percent of those funds to the
Secretary for the administration of that pro-
gram; and

(C) comply with the provisions of the ad-
ministration of the recreational trails pro-

local education
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gram under section 206, including the use of
apportioned funds described in subsection
(A)(3)(A) of that section.

(6) STATE FLEXIBILITY.—

(A) RECREATIONAL TRAILS.—A State may
opt out of the recreational trails program
under paragraph (b) if the Governor of the
State notifies the Secretary not later than
30 days prior to apportionments being made
for any fiscal year.

(B) LARGE URBANIZED AREAS.—A metropoli-
tan planning area may use not to exceed 50
percent of the funds reserved under this sub-
section for an urbanized area described in
subsection (d)(1)(A)(i) for any purpose eligi-
ble under subsection (b).

(7) ANNUAL REPORTS.—

(A) IN GENERAL.—Each State or metropoli-
tan planning organization responsible for
carrying out the requirements of this sub-
section shall submit to the Secretary an an-
nual report that describes—

(i) the number of project applications re-
ceived for each fiscal year, including—
(I) the aggregate cost of the projects
for which applications are received; and
(IT) the types of projects to be carried
out, expressed as percentages of the total
apportionment of the State under this
subsection; and

(ii) the number of projects selected for
funding for each fiscal year, including the
aggregate cost and location of projects se-
lected.

(B) PUBLIC AVAILABILITY.—The Secretary
shall make available to the public, in a user-
friendly format on the Web site of the De-
partment of Transportation, a copy of each
annual report submitted under subparagraph
(A).

(i) TREATMENT OF PROJECTS.—Notwithstanding
any other provision of law, projects funded
under this section (excluding those carried out
under subsection (h)(5)) shall be treated as
projects on a Federal-aid highway under this
chapter.

§ 134. Metropolitan transportation planning

(a) PoLicY.—It is in the national interest—

(1) to encourage and promote the safe and ef-
ficient management, operation, and develop-
ment of surface transportation systems that
will serve the mobility needs of people and
freight, foster economic growth and develop-
ment within and between States and urbanized
areas, and take into consideration resiliency
needs while minimizing transportation-related
fuel consumption and air pollution through
metropolitan and statewide transportation
planning processes identified in this chapter;
and

(2) to encourage the continued improvement
and evolution of the metropolitan and state-
wide transportation planning processes by
metropolitan planning organizations, State
departments of transportation, and public
transit operators as guided by the planning
factors identified in subsection (h) and section
135(d).

(b) DEFINITIONS.—In this section and section
135, the following definitions apply:

(1) METROPOLITAN PLANNING AREA.—The term
“metropolitan planning area’ means the geo-
graphic area determined by agreement be-
tween the metropolitan planning organization
for the area and the Governor under sub-
section (e).

(2) METROPOLITAN PLANNING ORGANIZATION.—
The term ‘‘metropolitan planning organiza-
tion” means the policy board of an organiza-
tion established as a result of the designation
process under subsection (d).

(3) NONMETROPOLITAN AREA.—The term ‘‘non-
metropolitan area’® means a geographic area
outside designated metropolitan planning
areas.

(4) NONMETROPOLITAN LOCAL OFFICIAL.—The
term ‘‘nonmetropolitan local official’’ means
elected and appointed officials of general pur-
pose local government in a nonmetropolitan
area with responsibility for transportation.

(5) REGIONAL TRANSPORTATION PLANNING OR-
GANIZATION.—The term ‘‘regional transpor-
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
